We believe that the modern business man fully realizes that 
the only kind of prosperity that is really satisfactory to every­ 
body is the kind that is shared by all, including the watfe-earner. 
It is, of course, perfectly natural for a man to want his own busi­ 
ness benefited by th contemplated tariff, but he need not necessarily 
desire other business to be excluded. 
Prosperity for all always 
means protection for all who need it. 
There is at this time an anti-tariff heresy put out by certain 
interests to the effect that tariff altruism should be world-wide. 
That means that we should not tax German clocks, for instance, 
because many Germans need to earn their bread by m aking clocks 
and other miscellaneous antilles and selling them to Americans 
for less than similar clocks and cither articles can be made in this 
country. The Germans must pay for their w ar and their destruc­ 
tion in Belgium and France, therefore we should perm it them to 
take over the American clock, cutlery, toy and various other 
markets. 
There are undoubtedly many honest and sincere people who 
are deceived by the fallacy. The difference between American and 
European and Asian later and living conditions would not be 
wiped out by lowering American standards. But th a t is w hat the 
low tariff and no tariff people are arguing for when they plead for 
Jetting in European and Asian m anufacturers. The difference be­ 
tween living and working in J a iran and the United States can be 
corrected only by raising the oriental 'levels gradually through 
generations. When we see “Germany” and “Nippon” on so many 
articles in competition with American wares, products of Ameri­ 
can factories now on part time or entirely closed down, we wonder 
about these tariff enthusiasts.

THE “KARM TO TA HEE” MOVEMENT 


I n a report, to the Postm aster General, E. A. Purdy, former 
postmaster of Minneapolis, and president of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Postmasters, declares that the “farm to table” move­ 
ment for the promotion of the shipping of produce by parcel post, 
with the aid of the postoffice department, has increased the per­ 
centage of produce being sent by this method from practically 
nothing to a volume of perhaps 25 per cent of the regular parcel 
post receipts. 
The explanation is made that the part the local postoffice 
plays in this service is the printing of bulletins on which reliable 
shippers and their produce are named, and their distribution 
from country to city points. 
It is not claimed that “ farm to table” is the panacea for all 
marketing ills, nor is it designed to take the place of established 
avenues of trade, but Mr. Purdy says “it does afford folks an 
opportunity to deal direct if they so desire, and it is surprising 
how many are taking advantage of it.” 
Information relative to the “farm to table” movement was 
requested by the Postmaster General at the solicitation of {Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, who asked of the plan in elfect at 
the Minneapolis postoffice, which has ’teen developed more fully 
than at any other postoffice. Mr. Purdy was postm aster of Minne­ 
apolis until April I last, When he resigned.

It h a s been said that the most expensive things in the world 
are those which We get, or think we get, for nothing. 
For in­ 
stance, we are in the habit of looking upon Federal aid for roads 
and schools and other things as though it were an unexpected 
legacy from a rich uncle. 
We usually forget that tile Federal aid we secure is only the 
return of a portion of the Federal taxes collected in the state. And 
automobile owners in Minnesota, who go 50-50 with the govren- 
ment in building trunk roads, also pay a special license tax to 
Uncle Sam. 
Thus the owners cf automobiles in this state not 
only put up all the money for one half the cost of the trunk roads 
in the state, under the Babcock law, but as they pay government 
taxes also, and a special government motor license tax as well, 
it will be seen that they also pay in proportion a part at least of 
the one-half the cost of building said roads covered by the so­ 
called “Federal aid.” 
The sentiment against the Babcock law, because of its unfair­ 
ness and injustice, is becoming more pronounced daily, and there 
is every indication that the law will be either repealed or m ate­ 
rially changed at the session of the Legislature next winter.
